Guiteau brought into Court with him 
a roll of manuscript, said to be an 
elaborate preface to his speech which 
has already been published. His coun- 
sel seem to think this morning that 
Judge Cox will allow him, under cer- 
tain conditions and restrictions, to ad- 
dress the jury when Scoville has con- 
cluded. 


JUDGE COX RELENTS. 


At the close of Scoville’s argument 
Corkhill stated on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion that he would withdraw all objec- 
tion to Guiteau addressing the jury, as 
he did not desire to give any opper- 
tunity for any objection upon which 
to form a demand for a new trial. 
Judge Cox said he had decided to 
allow the prisoner to speak. As Gui- 
teau was not prepared to speak to-day 
the Court adjuurned till to-morrow. 
Davidge stated that Judge Porter is in 
quite feeble health and _ probably 
would be unable to speak before 
Monday. It is probable therefore that 
the Court will adjourn at noon to- 
morrow until Monday.

ARTIFICIAL RAIN. 


How to Produce it and Kill Gophers 
At the Same Time. 


There are numerous theories as to 
methods of producing rain, but never 
to our knowledge has the theory been 
put into practice when rain Was needed, 
orinadry time. A weather sharp of 
this city who has studied the matter 
over carefully gives the following direc- 
tions for producing the down-pour, and 
a discriminating public.can take it for 
what it is worth: Take a cotton rope 


three-fourths of an inch in diameter,

ouse, then rinse in cold water and let 
dry. ‘Fe apply it, wind ona reel and@ 
run off the rope or gun-cotton as now 
developed, in the shape of an old fash- 
ioned worm fence, then apply a fuse 
with which to set the thing off. The 
result will be that the ground will be 
thoroughly plowed up and pulver- 
ized for the space of five feet 
on each side of the~ ro 
and killing all the gophers wit in 
reach. The weather man asserts that 
if proper arrangements for co-operation 
could be made, whereby such explo- 
sions would take place in rapid succes- 
sion for twenty-four hours, covering a 
considerable expanse of territory, and

A CRUDE OIL BURNER. 


A Cheap Fael—What to do with Our 
«rude Pectroleum. 


E. A. Edwards, Esq., of this city, | serti 
has just received ‘a patent for a 
burner for utilizing our crude petrole- 
um for fuel. It isso constructed that a 
small and continuous flow of oil is met 
at the end of a pipe bya jet of steam, 
and also of air, and the oil by the force 
of the steam is atomized or scattered 
into a fine spray, filling the fire-box 
with a mass of flame intensely hot, and 


leaving no smoke or residue whatever. 
It is so constructed that it can be ap- 
plied to any stove for heating or cook- 
ing, and to stationary as well as loco- 
motive boilers without any alteration of 
furnace, and can be used in connection 
with either wood or coal. The entire 
freedom from soot makes the burner 
very desirable for domestic uses or for 
boilers with small fiues. The burner 
has been tried by Bower & Baker 
and others and gives good satisfac. 
tion. Crude oil is very cheap and 
abundant, and we predict the burner 
will be largely used. Mr. Edwards goes 
to the city to-day to make arrangements 
for manufacturing and putting the burn- 
er on the market.

MAILING CLERKS. 


Something About Their Routes and 
| How They Travel. 


The Southern Pacific vs. the Union Pacitic— 
What Some People Put in 
Mail Cars. 


There are but few people who have 
the slightest idea what is done with 
letters after they are scaled, stamped 
and placed in the drop box at the post 
office. To take up Uncle Sam’s postal 
system and give even a brief history of 
its intricate workings would fill a book 
larger than the bible. But there is one 
branch that will be of some importance 
to the citizens of Los Angeles, in more 
ways than one, and that isthe mail 
agents routes. At present there are 
eight agents or mailing clerks running 
from this place on the Southern Pacific 
railroad to Benson, not half the num- 
ber there would be if the Southern 
mail matter was carricd by the 8.-P. 
instead of the U. P. as it now is. Since 


the Southern was completed there has 
beea a strong fight made by the postal 
authorities to get the matter for the 
Southern states, east of the Mississippi 
sent over this route. And it is more 
than probable that they will gain their 
point within the next month. This 
will benefit os Angeles. First, be- 
cause it will bring more men here, and 
second, because the postoflice here will 
be of more importance, as a great deal
